Gold Moon strike over 
but Histadrut protests

As Prime Minister Menahem 
Begin prepared to set off for 
Washington to discuss a Middle 
East peace plan. Egyptian 
President Anwar Sadat said 
yesterday that he will not end 
the state of war with Israel as 
long as a single Israeli soldier 
remains beyond the 1987 line s. 
Sadat said be would consider 
signing a peace treaty with 
Israel only five years after the 
■last Israeli soldier had 
evacuated territories lost by the 
Arabs In the Six Day War. 

Sadat's statement, made to a 
delegation or U.S. congressmen, in 
Alexandria, contrasted sharply with 
the peace plan that Prime. Minister 
Begin will reportedly be carrying to 
Washington — a peace plan based es- 
sentially on territorial compromises 
on the Syrian and Egyptian fronts 
and qualitative or political com- 
promises on the West Bank and the 
Gaza Strip. 

Begin yesterday won unanimous 
cabinet approval for his peace plan, 
which was officially referred to as a 
"framework for the peace-keeping 
process.” It involves the signing of 
three separate peace treaties — with 
Egypt, Syria, and Jordan. 

The cabinet secretary said the out- 
line had been hammered out In 
Begtn's consultations with Foreign 
Minister Mo she Dayan and Defence 
Minister Eser Welzman. He noted 
that it contained no maps. 

“The only map there Is, is the map 
of the existing interim agreements 
with Egypt and Syria,” secretary 
Ary e Naor said yesterday as he took 
up his duties for the first time. 

All ministers were present yester- 
day when Begin presented Ms con- 
cepts of a Middle East settlement. 
The Premier apparently did not dis- 
tribute the text of his outline plan 
among them; nor did he brief Op- 
position leader Shimon Peres on Its 
contents. 

Begin himself declined to disclose 
any details In public, noting that it 
would not be proper to do so before 
presenting the plan to U.S. President

Jimmy Carter. 

The Prime Minister said that he is 
leaving for Washington with a great 
deal of hope. This, he added, did not 
mean that he was going without con- 
cern. 

The Premier's remarks reflected 
apprehension In Jerusalem that 
there would still be gaps to bridge 
between the Israel concepts and 
those of President Carter, and cer- 
tainly with those of the Arab states. 

A well-informed source 
nevertheless described the Begin 
peace formula as “a down-to-earth 
document opening the way for prac- 
tical negotiations” on a settlement. 

Begin’ s outline calls essentially for 
reconvening the Geneva Middle East 


conference with the aim of 
negotiating the three peace treaties 
with the governments of Egypt, 
Syria and Jordan. The outline 
pledges an Israel pullback from 
large chunks of Sinai and the Golan 
and a political accommodation with 
local Arabs and Jordan over the 
West Bank, where Israel, however, 
would maintain presence. 

While declining to go Into details, 
the prime minister told the He rut 
central committee yesterday that he 
is bringing “concrete proposals.” 
The words he used suggested that he 
intends to centre on the farm the 
negotiations should take (whether 
Israel should meet all Arab states 
together or each separately) rather 


than on the contents of the envisaged 
agreements. 

Begin told his party that he ex- 
pects three or four sessions with 
Carter, the first next Tuesday at 11 
a.zn. after the welcoming ceremony 
on the White House lawn. He expects 
to see the president for two and a 
half hours then, and to see him again 
that evening for a working dinner. 

The third session is expected on 
Wednesday. Begin said it may be 
followed by a tete a lets meeting, but 
that Is up to his host. 

Meanwhile. Egypt's Sadat, who 
had earlier undertaken to go to 
Geneva with no prior conditions, was 
saying yesterday that the Geneva 
conference should be convened to 
discuss a settlement based on three 
main elements: Israel's total 
withdrawal to the p re -196 7 lines; ter- 
mination of the state of war, and the 
creation of demilitarized zones "for 
both Israel and the Arabs." 

Speaking to a delegation of U.S. 
congressmen in Alexandria. Sadat 
said that "as long as there is a single 
Israel soldier on our Boil” he would 
not end the state of war with Israel. 
He said that the Israel withdrawal 
“could be carried out in stages — say 
three stages but not more than six 
months.” 

When asked about Israel's in- 
sistence on an exchange of 
diplomatic and trade relations as 
part of an overall settlement. Sadat 
would only say that: “Five years 
after ending the state of war < upon 
the completion of Israel's total 
withdrawal)... and the stabilization 
of security, the road can be opened 
for everything.” 

Sadat met the congressmen, led by 
Representative Lee H.- Hamilton 
(Dem. -Indiana), shortly before con- 
ferring with the FLO head Yasser 
Arafat. The latter was in Egypt to 
discuss a weekend agreement 
between Sadat and Jordan's King 
Hussein that a formal link be 
declared between Jordan, the West 
Bank and the Gaza Strip prior to 
reconvening the Geneva conference. 
The PLO, which insists on “an in- 
dependent Palestinian state” has 
already rejected the Sadat-Hussein 
.agreement.

Absorption sources have claimed that the housing 
authorities, when under pressure from young couples or 
the disadvantaged, have given ollm a low priority and 
stated that no funds were available for Immigrant 
mortgagea.

It was Impossible to determine the reasons for the dis- 
crepancy between reports of the meeting by Levi and 
Patt. An Absorption Ministry source suggested that 
either ft was one "giant misunderstanding, or someone 
isn't telling the truth." 


U.S. not reverting to peace in stages

WASHINGTON.— U.S. officials 
yesterday firmly denied that the 
Carter Administration has any inten- 
tion of reverting to the step-by-step 
approach to a Middle East peace 
settlement. 

There had been speculation here 
over the past few days that the Ad- 
ministration was having second 
thoughts about its comprehensive 
approach- .This ^speculation has 
irritated some Administration of- 
ficials, who maintain that President 
Jimmy Carter is determined to push 
for the resumption of the Geneva 
conference later fids year and sub- 
sequent negotiations leading toward 
an overall settlement. 

• But other officials here are 
' carefully noting that no viable option 
was being ignored. 


“New York Times" columnist C.L. 
Sulzberger, now visiting Jerusalem, 
said yesterday that it was his Im- 
pression, after having met with the 
top Israeli leadership, that Israel “is 
ready — fear real peace — to relin- 
quish almost all Sinai and the small 
disputed area on Syria's Golan 
Heights. But there will be no 
yielding, without possibly dangerous 
pressure, on redividing Jerusalem, 
abandoning West Bank security con- 
trol, or allowing the Palestinians an 
independent Arab state, not bound to 
relatively trusted Jordan." 

He added: “My own guess la that 
there will certainly be an Arab- 
Israell negotiation in Geneva in Oc- 
tober, beginning with wholly irrecon- 
cilable negotiating positions, and 
that the U.S., while denying it, will 
put the heat on Israel by slowing 
arms deliveries. From there on

everything is conjecture. 

“Mr. Begin has always been a 
hard not. If he Isn’t bard enough to 
suit his hawkish generals, they may 
whip off their hoods. After all, men 
like Welzman, Dayan and Sharon 
have already demonstrated brilliant 
talents and flamboyant personalities 
comparable to MacArtbur, Patton, 
De Gaulle and Montgomery. 
Imagine that batch in one cabinet.” 

Meanwhile, the State Department 
yesterday said that . the establish- 
ment of additional Israeli 
settlements on the West Bank will no 
doubt be raised during Garter’s talks 
with Prime Minister Menahem 
Begin next Tuesday and Wednesday. 

At his daily news briefing, the 
State Department's spokesman said 
that the U.S. has not changed its 
position on this controversial issue, 
although he declined to restate that 
position yesterday. 

Officials privately pointed out that 


the U.S. continues to regard Israeli 
settlements on the West Bank and in 
other parts of the “occupied 
territories'' as obstacles to the peace 
process. But they were reluctant to 
spell out the position in public 
because they feared it could strain 
Am eric an- Israeli relations on the 
eve of the Begin visit. 

American Officials have been go- 
.ingout of their way to try to clear the 
air in U.S.-Israeli relations so that 
the talks might go forward smoothly. 

The spokesman was responding to 
a report published yesterday in ’The 
Washington Post" which said that 16 
new settlements are in the planning 
stage for the West Bank. The report 
was written by “Los Angeles Times” 
Jerusalem correspondent Dial 
Torgerson, who also said that Israeli 
Government officials were seeking 
to play down reports of the plans, at 
least until after the Begin visit.

* HAIFA. — The three-week-long 
strike on the 90m freighter Gold 
Moon by the Seamen's Ratings 
Union was settled at the initiative of 
acting Transport Minister Yoram 
Aridor early yesterday. But later in 
the day, the Histadrut announced 
that It was severing relations with 
the union because they had accepted 
Aridor' a Intervention. 

Aridor, who is a deputy minister in 
the premier's office, intervened in 
the dispute on Tuesday, after three 
Histadrut warnings of expulsion had 
not moved the union to end the 
strike. He summoned the union 
secretaries to his Jerusalem office 
and called on them to permit the ship 
to sail rigid away and enable her to 
deliver her millions of dollars worth 
of export cargoes to the clients in 
Africa. 

On their return to Haifa the 
secretaries convened the union coun- 
cil at midnight and It was decided to 
honour Aridor' s call. 

The union announced that Aridor 
had promised to get Zlm to reinstate 
the dismissed crew and undertook to 
initiate a “thorough and exhaustive" 
Transport Ministry investigation of 
the bad relations between the union 
and Zlm. 

Union secretary Sblomo Avitan 
told The Jerusalem Post that, they 


regretted that they had not got the 
same: "understanding and common 
language’* from the Histadrut 
" which represents its." 

Meanwhile, at a stormy press con- 
ference in Tel' Aviv last night, Uriel 
Abramowlts, head of the Histadrut'a 
trade union department said: 
“Aridor- a action is apparently a new 
style and ft is one which we Intend to 
protest vigorously. 

“We win tell all our trade unions 
not to deal with ministers or deputy 
ministers unless it goes through us.” 

Abramowitz said the underlying 
causes of the dispute still have not 
bebn solved. 

• “There was an agreement 
between Zlm and the seamen, under 
oUr auspices, to appoint an ar- 
bitrator if their attorneys didn't 
reach an agreement by 6 p.m. Sun- 
day evening,” Abramowitz said. 

’ "When no agreement was reached 
by the lawyers, we appointed 
Nahman Oil (Director of Labour 
Relations in the Ministry of Labour) 
but the union refused to accept him, V 
he added. 

"Nowhere in the democratic world , 
does the. government Interfere with 
relations between employers and. 
workers except through the in- 
stitutions set up to repres en t the 
workers — in our case the, 
Histadrut," he added.

HAIFA. — Good quality oil-shale 
deposits, enough to provide the 
crude oil to meet Israel's electric 
power requirements for 20 years — 
have been discovered near Arad and 
Jerusalem, Tecfanion professor 
Arthur Shavit said' yesterday. 

■ - The professor, who is on the 
mechanical engineering faculty, told 
The Jerusalem Post that an initial 
project to produce steam from shale 
for the Arad phosphate works is be- 
ing started' at a cost of several 
pounds, and Is s c hed uled for 
operation in two years. 

Prof. Shavit spoke with The Post 
yesterday after meeting with a 
delegation of seven of the leading 
U.S; experts on oil-shale exploita- 
tion. The seven were attending a 
special session on the subject as part 
of the mechanical engineering con- 
ference held at the Technlon this 
week. 

Prof. Shavit said that 600m. tons of 


shale rock have already been dis- 
covered In Israel, with a 15-per-cent 
fuel content, which compared well 
with the U.S. shale. The major 
reserves were at Zefa-Efeh south of 
Arad and at Nebi Mu sea east of 
Jerusalem, with smaller deposits 
available near the Dead Sea. He con- 
sidered it vital for Israel to start ex- 
ploiting the shale. 

One of the American experts, Dr. An- 
drew W. Decora, a senior scientist 
with the Ihiergy Research and 
Development Administration (Er- 
da) told- Ihe Post that the U.S. 
government .wishes "very much to 
transfer technology we have in hand 
to assist your government and peo- 
ple to utilise your resources." He 
noted that shale exploitation 
technology has been researched In 
the UJ3. for yean, but added that 
due to political, ecological and 
economic reasons, no full-scale ex- 
ploitation plant has yet been set up. 

The president of the Faraho 
Development Corporation of 


Colorado, John R. Jones, said his 
firm already had an actual pilot 
plant working, the first successful 
full scale operation in the U.S. It 
produces 200 barrels of crude daily. 

Seeled up, he said, the plant could 
probably produce crude for sale at 
211.50 a barrel, as against 213.60 now 
being charged by Opec, though the 
shale crude would be of somewhat 
poorer quality. 

The experts said that the big draw- 
back of oil -shale exploitation was the 
huge Investments needed. They es- 
timated it would take a billion 
dollars to put up a plant to produce 
50,000 barrels of crude a day, one 
half of one per cent of the present 
U.S. consumption of 20m. barrels. 

And, they noted, “as It actually 
costs Saudi Arabia 20 cents to dig a 
barrel of oil, they could easily slash 
their prices to put us out of 
business.” They were generally 
agreed that the answer was some 
form of government guarantee for 
the big investments needed. 


Begin will stress what Israel 
does for U.S. national security 


TEL AVIV (Itim). — Israel makes 
an important contribution to U.S. 
national security, Prime Minister 
Menahem Begin said yesterday, and 
added that he intends to underscore 
this in his coming talks with Presi- 
dent Jimmy Carter in Washington. 

Meeting with the Newspaper 
Editors committee here far the first 
time, the Prime Minister said that 
Israel is an ally, not a problem, of 
America’s. Everything it receives - 
from the U.S. comes in return for 
something It provides. 

In studying the whole fabric of 
U.S.-Israel relations, he said, he had 
been Impressed with how important 
a contribution Israel makes to U.S. 
national security. "It's too bad these 
things aren't known in the U.S.," he 
said, but added: "We shall see to it 
that public opinion learns of them.” 

Praising the editors association, he 
said David Ben-Gurldn had told him 
it was one body that did not leak con- 
fidential Information entrusted to It.

Somalia says Ethiopians aided 
by Israeli fighter pilots 


MOGADISHU (UPI). — Somalia's 
minister of information yesterday 
accused Ethiopia of engaging Israeli 
fighter pilots and other, unnam ed 
foreign military personnel & its' war 
against Somali nationals fightin g in 
Ethiopia's Ogaden region. 

"We know that the Ethiopians 
have Israeli pilots and oilier foreign 
military men fighting with their ar- 
my,” Abdlquasim Salad Ha is a a told 
foreign journalists. "When the time 
is right we will prove It to the 
world.” 

He also co nfir med, for the first 
time, that the armed- Somalis in- 
volved in a clash with Kenyan police 


15 km. inside Kenya two weeks ago 
were “freedom fighters" from the 
Western Somalia Liberation Front 
that were passing through Kenya on 
their way to Ethiopia. 

Western and Arab diplomats In 
Mogadishu and Addis Ababa report 
that heavy fighting, between the 
Somalis and Ethiopians continues 
and that the situation Is “hot and 

very serious.' ’ 

Officials at the headquarters of the 

Western Somalia Liberation Front in 
Mogadishu voice concern over the 
- increasingly large numbers of 
reported air strikes on civilians hy- 
ing in the disputed desert region.

WASHINGTON. — As far back as 
1949, only one year after the es- 
tablishment of Israel, the State 
Department recommended that the 
U.S. government consider lifting the 
tax-exempt status of the United 
.Jewish Appeal and other American 
Jewish fund-raising organizations in 
order to pressure Israel Into, 
withdrawing from the Negev and 
.oilier Israel-occupied areas beyond 
the 1947 UN-proposed partition lines. 

This recommendation is contained 
th a “top secret” June 10, 1949, State 
Department memorandum to then 
president Harry Truman being 
released for the first time together 
with 1,892 pages of other prevfously- 
unpublished documents on 
American policy in the Middle East 
during 1949. The largest single 
collection of material in the book, 

S bliahed by the State Department, 
tiudea more than 1,000 pages 
relating to U.S. interests in the Arab* 
Israel conflict and "the future status 
of Palestine.” 

The unsigned State Department 
recommendation Included four 
separate proposals for pressuring 
the new state into accepting a return 
to the 2947 partition lines, as colled 
for by the UN General Assembly, as 
well as the repatriation at or com- 
pensation for Palestinian refugees 
and the internationalisation of 
Jerusalem. 

The State Department recommen- 
dation followed delivery to Israel on 
May 29 of an angry note, from 
Truman, which .demanded Israeli 


territorial withdrawal from 
territories occupied during the 1948- 
49 fighting". Israel, on June 8, replied 
in a formal note to Truman that it 
was rejecting the American points. 

“Under the circumstances,” the 
June 10 State Department memoran- 
dum said, "the following course of 
action vis -a- via Israel is suggested: 

“1. Immediate adoption of a 
generally negative attitude toward 
Israel. This would include refusing 
Israeli requests for U.S. assistance, 
such as for the training of Israeli of- ' 
ficlals In this counfry and the sen- 
ding of U.S. experts to Israel, 
maintenance of not more than a cor- 
rect attitude toward Israeli officials 
In this counfry and toward American 
organizations interested In 
promoting the cause of Israel, and 
failing to support the position of 
Israel in the various inte r nati o nal 
organizations. 

“2. Export-Import Bank loan. The 
Expert-Import Bank should be Im- 
mediately informed that it would be 
desirable to hold up the allocation of 
the 249m. as yet uncollected of the 
2100m. earmarked for loan to Israel. 

"3. U.S. contributions to Israel. 
The time is appropriate to undertake 
explorations as to whether it is 
proper, now that a Jewish state has 
been established as an independent 
foreign country, for U.S. con- 
tributions to the United Jewish 
Appeal and to other Jewish fund- 
raising organizations to continue to 
be exempt from income tax as hav- 
ing been made for charitable pur- 
poses. Such contributions are now of 
direct benefit tp a sovereign foreign 
state. 

"4. Reply to Israel note. A reply to 


the Israeli note will be drafted, 
answering the points made and 
reiterating the U.S. expectation that 
Israel will take action along the lines 
suggested by the U.S." 

The U.S. ambassador In Israel at 
that time. James G. McDonald, who 
'Is shown in the documentation as 
having taken a very sympathetic 
view toward Israel's positions, later 
cabled White House political aide 
Clark Clifford, who was also sym- 
pathetic toward Israel, Informing 
him that Truman's note had "em- 
bittered Israeli opinion." McDonald 
said that Prime Minister David Ben- 
Gurion and Foreign Minister Moshe 
Sharett might be forced "despite 
their will and better judgment to 
resist U.S. demands.'*

these is not again put in form of de- 
mand. But under no circumstances, 
except, use of overwhelming force, 
will Israel yield any part of Negev" 
which was beyond the 1947 partition 
lines. 

The documents reinforce the view 
that the State Department, whose 
Near East Affairs Bureau was 
dominated by Arabists sympathetic 
to the Arab cause, was lobbying hard 
to convince the president to force an 
Israeli withdrawal from the Negev 
and other areas outside the 1947 par- 
tition lines. 

Truman la seen as waffling 
between his support for Israel, as 
recommended by his top political ad- 
visers in the White House, and his 
support for the Arab view, as 
recommended by the State Depart- 
ment. 


Regarding the tax-exempt status 
of the UJA, it has previously been 
known that former President 
Eisenhower and hla Secretary of 
State John Foster Dulles, had 
threatened this as a form of pressure 
against Israel in 1957, when they 
forced Israel to withdraw from the 
Sinai. What was not previously 
known was that this form of leverage 
was also considered in 1949. 

This has always been a sensitive 
issue for Israel. American pro- Arab 
groups have regularly challenged 
the U.S. Internal Revenue Service's 
ruling of a tax-exempt status for the 
UJA, but have always been un- 
successful. Contributions to the UJA 
and other Jewish charities In the 
U.S. remain tax exempt to this day. 

The State Department documents, 
entitled "Foreign Relations of the 
United States, 2949," will be of 
tremendous value to historians of 
that period. It includes numerous 
previously classified diplomatic 
notes, cables, memoranda and other 
top secret U.S. documents relating to 
such decisions as Israel's admission 
to the UN, toe establishment of the 
U.S. Embassy in Tel Aviv rather 
than Jerusalem, the Israeli ar- 
mistice agreements with the Arab 
states and the many unsuccessful 
Attempts to attain a final peace 
settlement that year. 

It provides an excellent Insight 
into the personalities of the leading 
Israeli. American, Arab and other 
politicians and diplomats involved in 
the Important Issues of that period. 

The State Department's policy has 
been to withhold declassification of 
secret documents for at least 25 
years. 


He added that he believes 
wholeheartedly in freedom of the 
press: “Full press freedom must- be 
preserved in Israel, despite the 
security problems, of which 
newspapeh editors of course are 
aware."

Egypt's announcement on Tues- 
day that they had discovered and are 
prepared to return the remains of 
the bodies of 19 Israelis who fell in 
the Tom Kippur War has created a 
series of sensitive problems here- 

According to the official figures, 
the total number of men missing in 
action still unaccounted for is 14. 
There seems to be no Immediate ex- 
planation for the five additional 
bodies. 

While the distinct possibility exists 
that the Egyptians made an error, 
the discrepancy has already raised 
problems for both the Chaplaincy 
Corps and the families of those men 
who fell along the Egyptian front 
during the war and whose bodies 
were never found. Thus far the 
bodies of 46 soldiers have been 
returned to Israel by the Egyptians. 

Chaplaincy Corps sources told The 
Jerusalem Pctef" yesterday afternoon 
that they werCj .almost certain, that ( 
either the Egyptians Inadvertently 
announced the incorrect number, or 
else the Egyptians made a mistake 
In counting the bodies. It was pointed 
out that the bodies were found con- 
centrated in two or three places, and 
that the deterioration caused by 


climatic conditions over nearly four 
years made it highly possible that 
the Egyptians miscounted the 
remains. 

Despite this, however, it was 
learned last night that the corps 
which handles identification .and 
burial of Israel's fallen. Is going 
through its files carefully and con- 
sulting maps and documentation 
prepared directly after the war to 
facilitate the location of the dead. 

A source close to the chaplaincy, 
however, rejected the possibility 
that somehow a mistake had oc- 
curred in burial of the dead up to 
now. “The Identification process is 
painstaking and exact. No burial 
takes place without us being ab- 
solutely sure that identification of 
the soldier is verified beyond dis- 
pute," he said. 

It was expected that the bodies will 
reach Israel by early next week. The 
arrangements for the transfer are

The Film Censorship Board 
yesterday banned the film of “The 
Passover Plat,’* whose central 
theme is that Jesus did not actually 
die on the cross. 

Censorship board chairman 
Yehoshua Justin an said that the film 
baaed on British writer Hugh 
Schoenfleld's book, had been banned 
because it is offensive to part of the 
population, as it hits the very basis of 
Christian faith. (When the film was 
released abroad last year, some 
Christian leaders in Israel threaten- 
ed to go so far as to close their 
churches If it were shown here.) 

The film's would-be distributors 
here. Menahem Golan and Yoram 
Globus, described the ban as based 
on “ridiculous religious con- 
siderations." They said the film had 
been seen by 8 million people abroad 
with no problems of censorship, and 
called the decision ‘‘arbitrary." 
They plan to show the film to jour- 
nalists today to enlist support. 

Dr. Justman commented that the 
decision was not made lightheaded- 
ly. If the producer cannot unders- 
tand the reasons for not allowing the 
film, he added, he probably does not 
understand the film itself. 

“One can argue about the need to 
have censorship at ail." he noted, 
"but if there is to be a censor, then he 
must clearly act on the basis of 
whether a film is, in fact, offensive." 
If we had to act on a film which at- 
tacked the basis of Jewish faith in 
the same basic way. we would cer- 
tainly ban it, he said.

A municipal spokesman reported 
that France's ambassador to Israel, 
Jean Herly , had requested a meeting 
with Foreign Ministry officials to dis- 
cuss the municipality's refusal as of 
yesterday to collect garbage from 
seven French institutions in the 
capital.

The institutions have refused to 
pay on the grounds that past treaties 
and diplomatic agreements exempt 
French institutions from payment of 
any taxes in Jerusalem. 

The Foreign Ministry said the tax 
“does not contravene any inter- 
national conventions." The issue, the 
spokesman said, was now being 
handled through diplomatic 
channels. The French consulate in 
Jerusalem declined comment.

Black-money amnesty to committee

With nearly all sides agreeing, the 
Knesset yesterday took a step toward 
laundering black money — by ref err-, 
fog to its Finance Committee a mo- 
tion to discuss plans to enable 
defaulters to pay. back-taxes on in- 
come they have failed, to declare. 

. The motion came from the opposi- 
tion Alignment's Mteh*- Harlah. The 
referral: to committee came after 
about a half hour of mostly cordial 
debate, in which Coalman and Op- 
position members sometimes stated 
(or nodded) their agreement with 
each other's statements or interjec-- 
tionf. 

. “It is' true." Deputy Finance 
Minister Yehexkel Ftamin said in 
replying to Harlah, “and as someone 
in the 87.25 per cent tax bracket I re- 
sent the tact, that some people will 
stin get away with not declaring their 
Income .and not paying taxes on It." 
However, he was not sure, as Harlah 
had Implied, that “black money" 
wae solely an underworld 
phenomenon. 

“Many honest' citizens, too, have 
undeclared and nntaxed income, for 
Uo other reason than that they found 


themselves enmeshed in the com- 
plicated tax system Imposed on them 
by' the previous regime,” the Likud 
MK said. 

However, regardless of the extent 
of underworld black money, “them is 
nothing wrong," Flomln said, “In 
giving one and all a chance to turn 
over a new leaf and start paying 
honest taxes.” 

Without responding directly to 
■ criticism by Harlah and others about 
the plethora of statements on the 
matter by Coalition spokesmen, 
Flomln said the Government was 
atm working out the details of Its 
'‘black-money laundering" 
programme in order to enable it to 
deal effectively with those who con- 
tinue to evade the tax laws. 

He thus anticipated the Citizens 
Rights Movement’s Shulamit Aloni, 
who In taking the podium to explain 
her abstention said she wished first 
to see a detailed Government- 
proposal.

The Health Ministry has not yet 
made preparations to Implement the 
.Abortion Law passed last February, 
a spokesman for the Israel Family 
Planning Association’s Jerusalem 
branch charged yesterday. Dr. Mac- 
cabee Salzberger, medical director 
of Mlsgav L&dach Hospital, made 
the complaint before seven of the 
eight women in the Knesset, 

MK Geula Cohen (Likud) remind- 
ed the meeting that the coalition 
agreement requires cancellation of 
the clause which permits abortions- 
for social reasons. 

At the same meeting, Lotte 
Salzberger (Maccabee's wife) . of the 
Paul Baerwald School of Social Work 
at the Hebrew University, explained 
that the Association alms to develop 
consciousness of family planning 
services already available and 
prepare counselling services for all 
sectors of the population. 

Disseminating information on 
family planning services and means 
of contraception is the principle way 
of avoiding abortions. Dr. Shmuel 
Segev, of Hadassab Hospital, told 
the MKs. He emphasized the need 
for an Information programme in the 
army. 

The Health Ministry spokesman 
was unable to respond last night to 
the claim that no steps had been 
taken to prepare implementation of 
the Abortion Law.

Suppliers warned 
to keep books 

The Defence Ministry has been 
sending out notices to all its 
suppliers asking them to submit 
proof that they are keeping proper 
records of all their transactions. If 
such proof is not provided by the end 
at this month, the ministry will cease 
trading with the suppliers concerned 
— a ministry spokesman said yester- 
day. 

The notices were sent out In com- 
pliance with a 1976 law which obliges 
any public body contracting deals 
worth mare than IL500 to obtain 
proof — from the tax authorities or 
from an authorized accountant — 
that the firm it Is dealing with is 
keeping proper books, or has been 
given permission not to keep such 
books. 

Suppliers to the army are also re- 
quired to use standard invoices, 
issued by the ministry’s finance 
department In order to facilitate Its 
awn accounting procedures.

Bella Almog was last week refused 
permission to participate In the tour, 
scheduled for October, because of 
the refusal of the Hungarian Govern- 
ment to grant her a visa. The AUPF 
subsequently tried to persuade the 
Israeli journalist to withdraw her 
application, noting It would be “a 
pity to cancel the entire tour,” which 
Is being funded in part by the 
Hungarians.

Kamal Rifaat dies 


CAIRO (UPI). — Kamal Ed din 
Rifaat, a former vice premier, and a 
member of the junta of "free of- 
ficers" who overthrew the monarchy 
in 1952, died yesterday of a heart at- 
tack. He was 56. 

Known tor his Marxist views, 
'Rifaat fought in the 1948 Arab- Israel 
War and later, under leadership of 
the late president Oamal Abdel 
Nasser, was one of the makers of the 
July, 1952 revolution which ousted 
King Farouk. 

In the early 1960s, he was chosen to 
be Minister of Labour and then 
became Vice Premier for scientific 
affairs. His last public post was as 
Egypt’s ambassador to London 
between 1970 and 1973.

High Court upholds ban against 
Lea Tsemel in El A1 attack case 


The High Court yesterday rejected 
the appeal submitted by the parents 
of the West German woman on trial 
for attempting to shoot down an El 
A1 Boeing in Kenya last year, for 
their daughter to be defended by the 
.controversial Israeli lawyer. Lea 
Tsemel. 

The court ruled that Lea Tsemel, 
who has been barred from represen- 
ting defendants before a military 
court, has identified herself with 
enemies of the state and would con- 
sequently be liable to cause grave 
damage to the security of the state if 
she were permitted to take part in a 
military trial. It upheld the right of 
the Defence Minister to refuse her 
permission to defend the defendant, 
Briglta Schultz. . 

Schultz, 23, was seized together 
with another West German. Thomas 
Reuter, 24, and three Arabs at 
Nairobi Airport in January last year. 
They were allegedly plotting to shoot 
down an El A1 jet with Soviet-made 
rockets. 


At the close of their deliberations 
yesterday, the presiding Justices. 
Mo she Landau. Shlomo Asher and 
David Behor, would only permit the 
publication of the text of their deci- 
sion rejecting the appeal. 

They did not accept Tsemel’s 
claim that her appearance in court 
would not constitute a danger to the 
state. Neither did they accept that 
any such security risk could be 
avoided by withholding sensitive 
evidence from the court and by 
masking sensitive witnesses. They 
noted that they had received a report 
from the chief of Military 
Intelligence in which the objections 
to Tsemel’s appearance In court 
were fully elaborated. 

The trial has caused little stir in 
West Germany, and the Bonn 
Government has carefully avoided 
taking a public stand on the matter. 

Government spokesman Armin 
Gkuenewald told the Associated 
Press that the trial was an "internal 
security matter." 
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Another try for nuclear test ban

WASHINGTON. — In official Pentagon language, the neutron bomb is called 
the "W70 mod 8 Lance enhanced radiation warhead.” a term that barely con- 
veys the idea that the device could bring one of the most significant strategic 
advances In nuclear warfare since the advent of the atomic age In 1945. 

Although the controversial warhead is' not the by-product of a spectacular 
new technology — as was the atomic bomb — the neutron bomb Is about to 
revolutionize- the U-S. nuclear deterrent in Europe. 

It has become the object of Intense public debate in recent weeks. Tet the 
bomb Is almost 20 years old, and, oddly enough, was the focus of an equally 
passionate controversy in 1981. 

Basic designs of the “enhanced radiation device,” as weapons designers call 
it, were completed at California's Lawrence Livermore Laboratory in 
December, 1958. 

Several years later, in the early months of President John F. Kennedy's ad- 
ministration, the military and the weapons laboratories pressed the White 
House to end the nuclear testing moratorium then being observed by the U.S., 
Britain and the Soviet Union. A major reason was to proceed with testing what 
news reports had dubbed “the neutron bomb," a hydrogen or thermonuclear 
warhead relatively free of fallout. 

Then one spring morning in 1963, the Nevada desert trembled briefly as the 
Atomic Energy Commission detonated its first experimental neutron bomb. 

According to a physicist deeply Involved in its development, the device grew 
1 out of efforts in the late 1950s to develop a “clean” hydrogen bomb — one that 
minimized the radioactive fanout that had become the focus of political op- 
position to nuclear testing. 

‘It just so happened,” Sam Cohen said, "that 'clean' weapons designs 
emitted copious amounts of neutrons." And this coincided with the military's 
interest in developing nuclear weapons that minimized damage to property 
and civilians near targets such as enemy tank formations. 

This objective could be accomplished, Cohen said, with an explosive that 
released the least possible heat and blast pressure and maximized the emis- 
sion of neutrons. 

Neutrons are heavy, neutral subatomic particles that travel predictable dis- 
tances through air, can penetrate the heavy metal armour of tanka and other 
military vehicles and — in Intense doses — kill human beings. 

A nuclear weapon is the ultimate strategic weapon because It will cause vast 
destruction up to a radius of several miles with one blast. Even worse are the 
effects produced by modern thermonuclear weapons, which produce even 
greater blast and shock effects. Both weapons are suitable for destroying 
large strategic targets, such as cities. 

But what about Western Europe, where a prime component of U.S.-Nato 
strategy is to hit a possible Soviet Invasion with tactical nuclear strikes? 
Wouldn't the use of nuclear weapons there mean colateral damage that would 
destroy European cities? Further, doesn't that mean the Western nations 
would be reluctant to use such weapons? 

That is exactly what has been bothering Nato for years about the U.S. 
nuclear strategy in Western Europe — It would destroy the very civilization 
the U.S. was trying to save. The same thought occurred to then-Secretary of 
Defence James Schlesinger in 1972, who ordered a complete overhaul of the 7,- 
000 American nuclear warheads In Europe. Schlesinger said he wanted a 
warhead that would be a credible deterrent, one that would stop a Soviet inva- 
sion without blowing up Western Europe with It. 

Schlesinger 's order meant revival of a decades-long dream of many nuclear 
weapon scientists — a so-called “clean bomb” that would get the same result 
as a “dirty bomb” without the damage. Late last year U.S. weapons 
laboratories came up with the answer. Basically, the idea was to Increase the 
amount of radiation a nuclear bomb releases while reducing sharply the blast 
and shock effects. 

Thus, the neutron bomb, so called because it releases on explosion a stream 
of deadly neutrons that will kill any living thing within 2.6 square kilometres. 
For another 6.4 kzna. radius from the blast centre, human targets would 
receive huge doses of radiation. 


GENEVA lUPI) . — The U-S. . Soviet 
Union and Britain launched a new ef- 
fort yesterday to break a 20-year 
deadlock over banning all nuclear 
tests. 

Top-ranking arms control 
negotiators from the three leading 
nuclear powers began exploratory 
consultations on whether there Is 
now sufficient common ground to 
start drafting such a comprehensive 
test ban agreement. 

.The preliminary round of talks will 
probably last about two weeks. 
Western officials said. 

“If these exploratory talks are 
satisfactory we can move ahead 
within a reasonably abort period of 
time” on full-fledged negotiations, 
the U.S. delegation leader, Paul 


Wamke said. 

Warnke, Director of the UJ3. Arms 
Control .and Disarmament Agency 
and also chief American negotiator 
at the SALT talk* with the Soviets, 
said the banning of all nuclear tests 
is a “highly desirable objective,” 

"It could have the greatest 
significance as far as halting the 
further development of nuclear 
weapons is concerned," he told a 
news conference before the trilateral 
discussions opened. • 

On questioning, Wamke conceded 
that there have been no Indications 
from either China or France that 
those two countries would adhere to 
such a total ban on testing. The 
Chinese' and French had refused- to 
sign the one treaty prohibiting all but

U.S. move to curb world arms traffic 


hinges on other nations cutting sales

WASHINGTON. — President Jimmy 
Carter’s policy of reducing U-S. arms 
sales overseas is not likely to bring 
down the worldwide traffic in con- 
ventional weapons — and may not be 
politically acceptable at home — un- 
less other nations can be persuaded 
to adopt similar restraints, accor- 
ding to administration documents 
released on Monday. 

‘ “The prospect that other countries 
will voluntarily and spontaneously 
follow our model of restraint is un- 
likely." said a National Security 
Council (NSC) study. The study 
formed part of the basis for Carter's 
May 19 announcement of a more 
restrictive U.S. policy on the sale of 
conventional arms abroad. A 
declassified form of it was 
transmitted to the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee, which made It 
public on Monday. 

The NSC report — and Carter's 
May 19 announcement — called the 
! new U.S. policy a “first step" in 
limiting the worldwide conventional 
arms race. The report went on to say, 
however, that “it will be difficult to 
, sustain unilateral U.S. restraint over 
the longer term" If other countries do 
.not follow the U.S. example. 

'■ The report named France, Britain, 
Israel, Germany, Italy, Belgium, 
Sweden and the Soviet Union as coun- 
tries which might sell weapons to 
“determined purchasers” whose 
arms requests are turned down by 
the UA. . 

If such countries rush to fill the 
vacuum daused by U.S. cutbacks, 
“the pressures in this country to 
loosen the bonds of restraint could 
become substantial," the report said. 

According to Central Intelligence 
Agency data in the report, the U.S. 
accounted for more than half of the 
worldwide arms traffic to developing 
nations in recent years, calculated on 
a dollar basis. With 56 per cent of the 
.sales, the U.S. share is more than 
twice that of other non-Coromunist 
suppliers combined (26 per cent) and 
more than three times the sales of 
the Soviet Union and other Com- 
munist suppliers (18 per cent). 

About 52 per cent of the U.S. 


government- to- government sales are 
to three Middle Eastern countries — 
Saadi Arabia, Iran and Israel. South 
Korea. Australia and Jordan are 
listed as the next largest arms 
purchasers from the U.Si 

On the other hand, the Soviet Union 
is the dominant supplier to Africa 
and South Asia, a major supplier to 
the Middle East and ranks ahead of 
the U.S. as an arms supplier to Latin 
America, the report said. 

Though the past U.S. reluctance to 
sell arms to Africa and Latin 
America may have .had “some 
dampening effect," the report said 
“the primary result" has probably 
been to transfer business to other 
arms suppliers. The U.S. has only a 
minor role in providing arms to 
Africa and is behind Italy and Bri- 
tain as well as the Soviet Union as an 
'arms merchant to Latin America,' :*• 
according to the study. 

Arms purchases by developing ' 
countries from all sources have 
begun to decline since the 1974 peak 
of 521,000m., the study said. The 
reduction waa 20 per cent in 1979 and 
another .15 per cent last year. 
“Unless major political; economic or 
military developments upset this 
trend, th.e CIA projects that 
worldwide new orders may level off 
at 510b. annually by 1980,” the study 
said. 

In an effort to win the cooperation 
of European weapons suppliers with, 
his drive for worldwide restraint, 
Carter discussed his new arms ex- 
port policies with heads of govern- 
ment during the recent London sum- 


mit meeting. U.S. officials said 
diplomatic discussions with the 
European governments are taking 
place in hopes of obtaining their 
agreement to cut back sales. 

However, overseas arms sales are 
an important economic prop for 
some , of the countries involved and 
officials conceded that agreements 
would not be easy. 

The U.S. and the Soviet Union 
agreed in March to set up a joint 
“working group” to study sales of 
conventional arms. - State pepart- 
ment officials said recently that the 
U.S. hopes' to begin talks with the 
Russians by September. 

The NSC study made public on 
Monday said “It will be most difficult 
to achieve the cooperation of the 
Communist suppliers.” It noted that 
some of the largest purchasers of

While the U.S. is the largest arms 
supplier in overall dollar terms, the 
report said the Soviet Union is the 
leading worldwide supplier of super- 
sonic combat aircraft, surface-to-air 
'missiles, self-propelled guns, ar- 
tillery and guided missile patrol, 
boats. 


The Defence Department reported 
that the Soviet Union has a substan- 
tial economic capability to increase 
its production and sales of military 
items. The extent to which Russia 
would seek to move into the gap left 
by declining U-S- sales is “uncer- 
tain," the report said. 


Nazis, Muslims fight 
at San Quentin prison 



SAN QUENTIN , California. — Three 
prisoners died and five were Injured 
on Tuesday when Black Muslim and 
Nazi Inmates battled each other with 
knives and clubs at San Quentin 
prison here, prison authorities an- 
nounced yesterday. 

Inmates attacked each other along 
corridors in the prison's north and. 
west wings with makeshift knives 
and clubs before guards firing rifle 
shots quelled the disturbances. 

The deaths and Injuries came in 
two separate attacks by members of 
the American National Socialists on 
members of a Black Muslim prison 
sect, officials said. The fights took 
place in the prison’s “honour block,” 
which houses 364 meri. as prisoners 
lounged outside their cells after 
meals, they said. 

The first fight — two white in- 
mates a tt a ck ing a black prisoner— 
was broken up in the morning when 
guards spotted them and fired a war- 
ning shot. Prisoners were ordered 

into cells, but a 31-year-old San 
Francisco black — serving an 
assault sentence — was fatally stabbed 
In a stairwell. 

Some nine hours later, members of 
the Nazi group made a move against 
the Black Muslims, who were 
superior in arms and numbers. As a 


result, a white inmate was hurled to 
Ms death from a third-story prison 
tier and a second was stabbed to 
death. 

Two whites and three blacks were 
Injured. 

The prison, on San Francisco Bay 
north of San Francisco, holds 2.308 
i nm a t es, about 33 per cent black and 
41 per cent white. 

In Chicago, meanwhile, an appeals 
court cleared the way for an 
American Nazi march through 
Chicago's predominantly Jewish 
suburb of Skokie, but banned display 
of the swastika emblem during the 
demonstration. 

A three-judge panel overturned a 
lower court ban on the march, by the . 
National Socialist (Nazi) Party of 
America, and also ruled that the 
Nazis may wear their brown-shirt 
unifor ms . 

But the panel ruled that display of 
. the swastika could provoke violence 
in the town, 7,000 of whose 69,000 
residents are survivors of German 
'concentration camps. 

The Nazis have pledged to march 
in Skokie before the end of the 
summer. They have been trying to 
hold a demonstration there since 
April. (AP, Reuter)

Issuing false 
financial statements, falsifying a 
business record and failing to file as 
a broker. 

If convicted, she faces up to seven 
years on each of 70 second-degree 
grand larceny counts, four years on 
each of five third-degree grand 
larceny counts, four years for a 
felony count of falsifying a business 
record, and lesser terms for mis- 
demeanors to the 137-count Indict- 
ment. 

”1 am not guilty of any of the 
charges,” the 43-year-old Spanish- 
born producer told State Supreme 


Court Justice Ernst Rosenberg. That 
waa her only comment at her 
arraignment, after which she eluded 
reporters. 

The judge gave her until 4 pan. 
yesterday to raise 550,000 bail.

- small piece of land, whereas the 
better neighbourhoods are 

* prohibitively expensive. *'I want to 
encourage young couples to come 

out to places like Kiryat RLnyamin 
and help bring poor* neighbourhoods 
back to Hfe." 

Rachel Waksberg was an 
iconoclast long before her arrival in 
Israel from France. An attractive 
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redhead with a warm smile, looking 
much younger than her 13 years, 
.Rachel refused to be locked into one ■' 
profession, and dabbled in painting, 
silkscreening, photography, and 
carpentry. “I have always felt for- 
tunate that God gave me gifted 
hands. I love to create in different 
media.” 

One year; Waksberg helped to 
build a huge furniture store in Lille. 
"It was about 6,000 sq. m. and I had 
to design hundreds of little rooms of 
nine sq.m, each in a different style.” 
She also built small round vacation 
houses on the Caribbean island of 
Martinique, a project which inspired 
her. present home. 

Throughout the years. Rachel 
Waksberg felt increasingly drawn to 
Israel. Her parents were taken to 
Auschwitz when she was two and she 
was hidden by a French family who 
encouraged her to forget her • 
Jewishness as a survival method. 
She was married at 17 to a religious 
Catholic who insisted that their five 
children be raised in his faith. “I 
divorced my husband when I was 30, . 
and then I began trying to rediscover 
my Jewish identity. Eventually, I 
decided to come to Israel to meet the . 
surviving members of my family. 
The feeling of having come home at 
lest was so profound that although 


my youngest son David and I had 
only come as tourists, we decided to 
become Israelis. ” 

Rachel and David had many dif- 
ficulties during their first years in 
Israel. ‘‘It is not easy for a woman 
alone with a child in a new country 
without any money. The Israelis we 
met were very kind to us and gave us 
a lot of support, and the Jewish 
Agency was very helpful. For a time 
I worked in a factory, and later 
taught art in a school. All the time, I 
was preparing to build this house — 
a place where I can live and work.” 

Waksberg emphasizes that all the 
materials she. used to build the house 
are Israeli. “This is important 
because the Jewish Agency today 
imports modular housing (square 
unattractive blocks that are used for 
temporary housing) from 
Yugoslavia. My house is proof that 
the same work can be done in Israel, 
and much more attractively.” 

Waksberg believes that innovative 
architecture In housing might 
counter a trend to what she calls; 
“mass conformity” among Israelis. 
“We have Jews coming here from 
different cultures from around the 
world. Why should everyone want to 
live the same way, in buildings that 
look exactly the same, once they get 
here? I'm trying to tell people to be 
individuals.”

LONDON (Ofns). — British anti- 
rape campaigners are planning a 
mass “show trial” In London to 
publicise their view that government 
and justice authorities are guilty of 
.“raping justice." ' 

The mock trial is to take place on 
Saturday in Trafalgar Square, the 
traditional rallying place of 
demonstrators of all descriptions. It 
follows widespread public concern 
after three High Court judges last 
month freed a teenage soldier who 
had been convicted of a violent sex- 
ual assault on a young barmaid 
because they believed a jail sentence 
might have adversely affected his 
military career. 

Now, a small band of active 
feminists calling themselves 
“Women Against Rape" (WAR) in- 
tend to seize the public anger and set 
-up an organisation to help any 


woman who is sexually attacked or 
believes she is being unfairly treated 
by men. 

to their statement of alma, they 
demand "the recognition of rape in 
all its forms; not only by strangers 
but by boyfriends, husbands, fathers 
and "step fathers, not only by physical 
violence but by blackmail, social 
pressure and financial pressure.” 

The anti-rape movement in Britain 
is a. relatively new phenomenon. 3 Eh 
other countries of Western Europe, 
feminists have been active for the 
past year or more. There is, 
however, a widely-read feminist 
magazine. Spare Rib, in Britain and 
a number of anti-rape centres 
designed to aid rape victims. 

The women of WAR now want to 
raise money to carry out surveys 
into the incidence of rape in Britain 
and encourage public discussion on 
the issue of women's financial and 
sexual rights. 


According to police figures. 181 
cases of rape were reported to them 
last year. This compares with 167 In 
1975 and 156 the year before that. 

But WAR leaders believe a large 
number of crimes go unreported 
because women are frightened to go 
to the police. They also believe that 
there has been an increase in gang 
rapes in recent months and that 
many rapes are carried out by men 
already known personally to their 
victims. 

WAR argues that women who are 
raped must be eligible for adequate 
financial compensation, including 
the cost of moving house if they wish 
to leave the area where the rape oc- 
curred. the cost of a privately- 
performed abortion if a child is con- 
ceived as a result of the attack, or 
alternatively financial help for 
bringing up such a child if the 
woman does not want to have an 
abortion.

THEY COULD he called, in effect. 
Mr. and Mrs. Capezio, though they 
are Ben and Estelle Sommers of 
New York. The famous firm that 
makes the ballet shoes, leotards and 
tights that every dancer wants — 
and even athletes have- begun to 
covet — is largely their creation. 

Capezio is a name in dance that 
stands for more than just a business. 
"There has seldom been a commer- 
cial business that has become so 
much part of an art form,” Ben 
Sommers remarked proudly. 
Though the firm goes under the 
name of the original Capezio who 
came from Italy and cobbled shoes 
near the Metropolitan Opera House, 
the business really began to take 
shape when Sommers, then 14, 
became apprentice to the makers of 
fine shoes for ballet dancers. Shoes 
were mostly imported then, but 
Capezio began to make them soft 
and supple too. 

One day, Ben aged 16 was sent to 
tell the “Ziegfeld Follies” manager 
that an order couldn't be fulfilled. 
“Instead,” Ben Sommers recalled, 


the presidency *bf the firm. The 
various branches are now being run 
by the younger generation of 
Sommers and the younger genera- 
tion of Terlizzi (partners in the 
firm). However, Ben Sommers still 
heads the Capezio Foundation which 
he established in 1951 and which an- 
nually makes the Capezio Award tor 
“great service to dance.” 

The Capezio Award started with 
500 dollars, it is now $80,000. Among 
the recipients have been Martha 
Graham, Donald McKayle (whose 
latest ballet is being presented here 
by the Batsheva Company with the 
Panova), Jerome Robbins and Paul 
Taylor (some of whose ballets are in 
the Bat-Dor company's repertoire). 

Ben and Estelle Sommers are 
astonished at the development to 
Israel since they were here ten years 
ago — and specially at the growth in 
dance. "Dance has been the fastest 
growing art of the decade," said Ben 
Sommers, "and it seems to me the 
progress here has been as great in its 
way as to the States.” to America he 
has been particularly Interested in 
the development of regional ballet 


"I took the order. I had seen how .. .companies . jvhich have raised the 


things were managed and felt I could 
do it.” 

From then on the company grew 
with the development of dance. 
Capezio leotards and tights became 
as well known as Capezio shoes. The 
latest types are designed by Estelle, 
especially for "recreation" fashions. 
Garments for exercise are becoming 
as important as garments for dance, 
said Mrs. Sommers, and because 
"dirty feet aren’t beautiful," 
Capezio is producing “sandasol" 
footgear that leaves toes and heels 
free. 

The Sommers are now spending a 
holiday in Israel — their third visit, 
but the first, as Ben pointed out. 
since he turned 70 and retired from 


standard and decentrallaed tbe art. 

. Now Ben Sommers speaks with 
* satisfaction of another idea of bis 
which has been taken up by the 
United States Government — the 
issue next year, to honour the 
centenary of Isadora Duncan's birth, 
of four stamps: for ballet, modern 
dance, theatre dance and folk dance. 
“We have since discovered to the 
San Francisco archives that Isadora 
Duncan was born in 1877" said Mr. 
Sommers — “but all the reference 
books gave the year of her birth as 
1878." 

Would the Capezio firm start a 
branch In Israel? "I'd like to see It 
happen.” said Ben Sommers with a 
smile.

A taste of Zvi Avni’s 
most ambitious work

■ T2VI AVNI is at present working on' 
hla perhaps most ambitious 
orchestral composition: a five 
movement "Sinfonia sacra" and Its 
two completed movements were 
scheduled for first performance at 
this last I.P.O. subscription concert. 
However, the orchestra's un- 
reasonably overladen schedule and 
lack of rehearsal time necessitated a 
last-minute cancellation of the se- 
cond movement, the Scherzo: 
Dance. This Is a completely un- 
acceptable precedent, unworthy of 
the orchestra and harmful to the 
composer. 

However, Aval may have gained 
by the "deal," aa the orchestra 
“hopes," as Inserted In the 
programme: "to perform the entire 
symphony at a future time, when Its 
writing Is completed." But it was 
quite obvious from the performance 
that the movement should not have 
been separated from the following 
quick Scherzo and its performance, 
as an Isolated item, distorted its 
meaning. Yet even by Itself the 
Prayer impressed. Indicating a 
further Interesting development of 
Avni's style: an original combina- 
tion of two basic elements, a clearly 
discernible melodic element and a 
contemporary orchestral texture of 
figuration clusters and aleatoric 
passages. This creates a strong feel- 
ing of micro tonality and oriental 
tone progressions. To Judge from foe. 
fragment, one may look forward 
with considerable interest to the per- 
formance of the whole work. 

The following Item, Tchaikovsky's 
violin concerto, seemed indeed a 
wearisome and hopelessly unattrac- 
tive prospect. However, Szerynggave 
ua a tremendous surprise and achiev- 
ed the almost impossible. Prom the 
middle of the first movement I not

only listened attentively but became 
fascinated by what this great artist 
accomplished. Starting somewhat 
slowly, even dragging his text slight- 
ly, Szeryng slowly built the move- 
ment up. He moving. layers of ac- 
cumulated sentiment, Szeryng In his 
own inimitable way gradually In- 
creased tempo, volume, intensity of 
tone, expression and tension, until 
finally, after a magnificent cadence, 
the music rushed with Irresistible 
urgency towards Its closing 
measures. The slow movement was 
more subtle and intimate than I can 
ever remember having heard. The 
last movement was a triumph of Im- 
peccable musical taste and brilliant 

functional virtuosity ._ _ 

The last work — Schumann's 
“First" — was utterly disappoin- 
ting: one expects so much from a 
Mehta performance. I missed the 
lightness, the happy mood, the 
bright colours and hopeful at- 
mosphere, all so characteristic at this 
symphony. And there were also 
basic technical flaws which even 
Mehta's charismatic drive could not 
disguise ' many unpolished Holistic 
passages, rhythmic inaccuracy and 
a lack cf unity. A pity the season end- 
ed with such a mediocrity.

THE KNIGHTS’ HALL In exotic Old 
Acre, with its interesting history, is 
an attraction in itself. In this cool 
and peaceful place, concerts take 
place fortnightly on Saturday 
evenings. The programmes are 
usually unusual. 

The beginning of the first move 
ment of the D Major Sonata was 
quite unclear, but the Tema con 
Variazionl was treated lovingly and 
the Rondo emerged as easy and 
cheerful. However, the piano part 
was played too softly for this duet 
style of composition. 


Sylvia Marcovici impressed the 
audience with her temperament, 
technical abilities and emotional ex- 
pression. Ruth Menze. though 
sometimes too unobstruslve, gave a 
sound and reliable piano perfor- 
mance. 

The prevailing dampness of the 
venue proved to be a hindrance es- 
pecially for the vlolonlst who had to 
tune her instrument frequently. 

Luckily the Spring Sonata emerg- 
ed better balanced, in a true duet 
style with refinements of sonority, 
energy and warm lyricism reflecting 
both Beethoven's tempestuousness 
and his passionate yet tender expres- 
sion of emotion. 

In sum, It was an enjoyable and 
worthwhile evening.

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New centres 
to spur 
development

The Ministry, for Industry, 
Commerce and Tourism will set up 
two centres for the development of 
the north and the south — one in up- 
per Nazareth and the other In 
Beersheba — deputy-minister 
Yitzhak Peretz announced at a press 
■conference in Jerusalem yesterday. 

The new centres will take ova- the 
responsibilities formerly dispersed 
among several departments of the 
Ministry. In 'addition to the units in 
■charge of development areas, they 
will also handle matters pertaining 
'to enterprises beyond the green line 
■and will be in charge of development 
of the minor! ties' villages. The pur- 
pose of the integration, according to 
Yitzhak Peretz. is to make the ser- 
vice to Investors more efficient and 
to eliminate the need to apply to. the 
Ministry's offices in Jerusalem or 
Tei Aviv. 

Peretz said that the objectives of 
the Ministry in the field of regional 
development had not changed, but 
that he was conscious that the provi- 
sion of housing, employment and 
reduced tax rates were not enough to 
entice workers to the development 
areas. 

According to Peretz. the settingup 
of an adequate infrastructure la es- 
sential. This would include sufficient . 
telephones, supermarkets,' and 
bidding-construction of a level not 
inferior to that in the centre of the 
country. Provision should also be 
made for services and employment 
for the workers’ wives. The budgets 
available, however, are limited, and 
will this year amount- to ILSQQm. 
Half of this amount will go for in- 
frastructure and half for the con- 
struction of industrial bull dings. 

As part of the reorganization, Mr. 
Balm Hakham, until now with Israel 
Aircraft Ltd., has been loaned to the 
Ministry os coordinator for the 
development areas, replacing 
Reuven David.

Despite the rash of sanctions 

El A1 turns loss to profit

TEL A Vi v. — Although the Image of 
El AI was badly damaged In 1076-77 
by a rash of sanctions which caused 
considerable passenger discomfort 
and inconvenience, not only did 
passenger traffic increase, but the 
n ati emfl ] air carrier even showed a 
small profit. This was stated yester- 
day by Mr. Moshe Carmel, chairman 
of the company's board of directors, 
at a press conference. 

The profit In 1976-77 was $280,000, 
compared with a loss of $1.2m, the 
previous year. T&e number of 
passengers Increased by 80.4 per 
cent, to 964,500. 

(Mr. Carmel, a fervent believer in 
the rights of the workers, said that 
they had “shown great ingenuity in 
finding reasons for sanctions.” The 
present situation, where S per cent of 
the workers could hurt the remaining 


95 per cent, could not be allowed to 
continue. He wanted to limit sharply 
the field of action of each of the eight 
workers committees at El Al and to 
set up a joint “council" which alone 
would be able to decide on such 
crucial issues as sanctions and 
strikes.) 

The books of the national air 
carrier will from now be kept in 
dollars, it was announced, since this 
was considered the best way in a 
country of rapid inflation to give an 
accurate picture of the buslnou side 
without resorting to complicated 
bookkeeping methods. 

Mr. Mord.ec ai Ben-Arl, director- 

general of the company, noted that 
the company was going ahead with 
its five-year plan to buy four Jumbos. 
One of the four, a freighter, had 
already been received. Another, a 
passenger plane, had been purchas- 


ed and would he delivered next April. 
The other two would arrive before 
2982, 

At present El Al has eight 707s; two 
720s; three passenger Jumbos and 
one "convertible" Jumbo. This does 
not include the recently-delivered 
Jumbo. 

Mr. Ben-Arl complained about the 
government's failure to recognize 
"dollars earned by flying" (and ship- 
ping) for Incentive purposes. During 
the 2976-77 fiscal year the company 
brought in $257m. (compared with 
$20lm. In the previous year). Of this, 
$77.Bm. were “value added" dollars 
(SSS.fim. In the previous year). 

Not only did the number of 
passengers increase by 30.4 per cent 
In the last fiscal year, but El Al'a 
share of passengers at Ben-CJurion 
airport increased from 49.3 per cent 
in 1973-76 to 68.6 per cent in 1976-77. 


Nuclear energy vital, 
‘even at small risk’

HAIFA. — Israel should try to 
become nearly independent in Its 
energy supply by building nuclear 
stations as soon as possible even if ft 
means some small risk to mankind 
or the environment, the vice- 
president of Con Edison Company of 
New York, Robert Lehrman, said in 
an Interview here. 

"No technology can grow without 
some- risk, but the risk of failure to 
grow is even greater." 

Cbn Edison, which supplies power 
to more than nine million people in 
New York City and Westchester, 
built is first nuclear power station in 
bdlan 1 Point (80 km north of New 
York City, on the Hudson River) in 
1957. It later built a second station, 
and each has a capacity of 864 
megawatts; equivalent to the entire 
supply of the Israel Electric Cor- 
poration, but only 17 per cent of Con 
Edison's capacity. - 

Lehrman said that during the 
years since then, Cbn Edison had 
had to contend with a great many ac- 
tions by environment conser- 
vationists aimed at. preventing the 
alleged dangers of nuclear stations. 
This proved beneficial as it led to an 
improvement in the technology of 
nuclear stations so as to overcome 
the arguments of critics. 

One of the main problems which 
resulted from establishment of the 
Indian Point station was that it caus- 
ed the death of fish In the Hudson 
River: the intake of large quantities 



of water for cooling the reactors led 
to fish dying at the filter screens, and 
the emission of heated water from 
the cooling system, affected life 
forms on which the fish fed. 

However, a $17m. study by In- 
dependent experts, commissioned 
fay Con Edison, established that the 
effect of the station on fish life in the 
Hudson was not of lasting 
significance. On the other hand, the 
advantages of cleaner air, of greater 
economy and — especially for Israel 
— of an assured supply of energy, 
should weigh more heavily than the 
relatively small damage which 
might be caused to fish life or other 
similar problems, Lehrman said. 

Fear of nuclear waste was un- 
founded as safe methods had been 
developed for solidifying and dispos- 
ing of it. 

Although Robert Lehrman Is In 
Israel on a private visit with his 
family, he has spent much of his 
time here conferring with Israel 
Electric Corporation officials, who 
have been glad of the opportunity to 
compare notes with him. 


Call for change 
in system of 
subsidized credit

The Bank of Israel is working out a 
new policy on directed credit which 
is Intended to phase out the present 
system of subsidized credit. The plan 
Is to retain cheap directed credit for 
exporters, but to reduce it gradually 
for all others. 

The Bank will propose, in the first 
stage, the reduction of the overall 
volume of directed credits, which at 
the end of 2976 showed a balance of 
HJ9.5b., and the raising of interest 
rates on those credits still retained. 
This will reduce the gap between the 
cheap interest rate on official credits 
and the commercial market rates. 

The Bank economists believe that 
the entire system of subsidizing 
businesses and individuals through 
cheap loans should be eliminated 
and be replaced, where support Is 
necessary, by grants. 

The president of the Manufac- 
turers' Association, Avraham 
(Buma) Shavit, recently urged that 
the fund credits to finance imparts of 
raw materials for exports be allowed 
to give loans in IL, Instead of In 
foreign currency only, as until now. 
Exporters have not utilized these 
credits fully — apparently because 
they are repayable In foreign curren- 
cy out of export proceeds. In 1976 the 
credit granted in this framework 
was 10 per cent lower than in 1975 — 
although exports had Increased 
sharply. 


New tomatoes stay firmer and fresher 


New varieties of tomatoes which 
atfljr Qnn .and fresh .twitje as. lo ng ag 
those now on the market have been 
developed by scientists at the 
Hebrew University faculty of 
agriculture in Rehovot. 

The tomatoes were cultivated by a 
research ' team headed by Prof. 
Nachum Kedax. 

Israel's sizable export of table 
tomatoes to Europe in recent years 
has been faulted by the short “shelf 
life" of the fruit. Tomatoes 
marketed here also suffer a 10 to 20 
per cent loss beckuse of early soften- 
ing. 

Prof. Kedax and his team — which 


includes Mr. Ehud Kopelwitz — In 
the field and vegetable crops depart- 
ment of the faculty have for several 
years been breeding tomatoes 'for 
resistance to disease and for high 
yields. About two years ago they 
began a comprehensive research 
project aimed at developing strains 
with “Jong-lasting" properties. They 
tested dozens of solid tomato 
varieties in Israel and abroad and 
cross-bred them with the traditional 
edible varieties. Hundreds of com- 
binations were examined, and 10 of 
them chosen as suitable. The new 
varieties are much firmer and last 
much longer In storage than 


previous ones. They keep their 
firmness a full week after turning- 
completely red, compared with from 
two to three days in the previous 
types. 

Local seed companies have under- 
taken semi-commercial production 
of the strains for seeds to be sold to 
farmers in time for the coming 
autumn season. 

The researchers are now working 
on the cultivation of tomatoes which 
keep up to three or four weeks. This 
Is being done in collaboration with 
Dr. Yossi Mizrachi, of the Research 
and Development Authority of the 
Ben-Gurion University of the Negev.

Helena Rubinstein was branching 
out overseas into accessories, 
jewelry, leather goods and possibly 
additional items such as scarves 
were being planned. "We opened a 
boutique in Paris where we sell 
blouses, sweaters and many other 
items In addition to makeup. We 
don’t know if all the items will be 
successful but those which go over 
well will be sold elsewhere. 


U.S. market falls 
for Israel coins

NEW YORK. — The market in 
America for Israeli gold com- 
memorative coins Is in the doldrums, 
according to a representative of a 
leading firm of U.S. dealers, Ferera. 

The chief buyer of the numismatic 
specialists, whom I visited at the 
Rockefeller Plaza branch, attributed 
this to two reasons: the generally 

and the policy of the Israel Govern- 
ment Coins and Medals Corporation. 

“For Instance, the corporation 
brings a new issue to the market, 
and when prices go up they unload 
large numbers at the highest. This 
policy has undermined confidence 
among dealers and buyers alike." 

Nevertheless he believes that 
Israeli coins have found a niche on 
the American market, and that in- 
terest will grow when the market 
picks up and the Coins and Medals 
Corporation observes a strict and un- 
ified new issue policy. 


More skilled manpower 
is vital, Horev warns

HAIFA — Unless steps are taken to 
overcome the shortage of trained 
manpower a serious bottleneck will 
develop In attaining national 
. economic goals, Technion president 
Amos Horev warned this week. 

One of these goals was to raise in- 
dustrial output to IL80 billion a year 
by 1980, including IL2Sb. worth of ex- 
ports. The increase would come 
mainly from sophisticated science- 
based industries, with growing ex- 
ports to the developed countries of 
the Common Market. 

Speaking at the opening session of 
the 13th conference on mechanical 
engineering, Horev noted that to 
achieve the set goals industry would 


need' 1 50 , 000 workers, from the semi- 
skilled to engineers, over and above 
the 280,000 now employed. This 
figure should include at least 5,000 
engineers'; 10,000 senior technicians 
and a large number of technicians. 

. “To achieve this Israel will have to 
make an extraordinary effort, which 
must Include Imbuing youth with the 
motivation for studying engineering 
subjects, in order to enlarge the 
number of candidates for the Tech- 
nion and other engineering schools 
. from the annual 14,000 high school 
graduates.” 

Horev warned that at present 
there are not' sufficient candidates to 
satisfy future industrial needs alone, 
apart from the needs of the forces, 
and teaching. 


What car-makers are 
doing to saye fuel

HAIFA. — “We’re very worried 
about the energy crisis at the Ford 
motor company. We ’re working hard 
on fuel economy for our vehicles. But 
I don’t think there will be a drastic 
change in transportation, at least in. 
the developed countries, before the' 
, year ’2000 because of the tremendous 
investments in highways," W. Dale 
'Compton, vice-president for- 
research of the fbrd company, told 
The Jerusalem Post In an interview. 
He had come to Israel to lecture at 
; the Mechanical Engineering con- 
ference at the Technion on the im- 
ipact of fuel-economy and ecology on 
jthe zesign of ears and trucks. 

Compton said that U-S. legislation 
called on the motor Industry to im- 
prove the average fuel economy of 
their ears by 70 per cent by 1985. This 
would mean an improvement from 
the present average performance of 
17-18 miles per gallon (about 7.5 
kma. per litre) to 27.3 miles per 


■gallon (12.5 ferns , per litre), “and we 
shall do it.” The industry was in- 
vesting $6 billion a year to achieve, 
'this. "We are developing engines' 
that are more fuel-efficient, design- 
ing smaller and lighter cars, looking 
at lighter materials to replace steel, 
and Improving the aerodynamic 
design of our cars.” He expected 
'that the result would be a very much 
smaller car, designed for maximum 
space, "but I don't know how the 
customers will take It." 

Mr. Compton said that the idea of 
converting alcohol to gasoline was 
being studied. 

Ford engineers were also studying 
the possibility of an electric car, but 
‘he believed it would be practicable 
only if a new type of battery were 
.developed to give the car a range 
and speed comparable to a 
combustion-engined vehicle. "We 
are working on a sodium-sulphur 
battery."

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Carter clarifies 

SOME FIRST reactions to Mr. Carter's latest comments on the 
Middle East, at his press conference on Tuesday, portrayed the 
President as having radically shifted his previously stated 
views on ways of achieving an Arab-Israel peace. But there' was 
little warrant for such an interpretation. 

True, Mr. Carter went out of his way to .roll out the red carpet 
for Prime Minister Begin, with whom he will he meeting in 
Washington next week. Gone were the stem warnings against 
an Israeli refusal to consider withdrawal from the West Bank, 
which the State Department had taken such trouble to spread 
only a fortnight ago. 

Indeed, the President made a point of accepting at face value 
Mr. Begin's assurances that he would be coming to the U.S. with 
an open mind, and that he had agreed to treat all Items 
negotiable at a reconvened Geneva conclave. 

But on substantive issues there was evidence of scant revi- 
sion. Mr. Carter did not back away from his belief that 
territorial negotiations between Israel and its Arab neighbours 
— which he heartily recommended in principle — should in 
practice be confined to minor adjustments in the old demarca- 
tion lines. 

He also gave no indication that he had departed from his now 
old notion of providing for Israel's safety within such con- 
stricted lines by separating political from security borders — 
and through U.S. guarantees. 

Not having been queried on the subject, Mr. Carter did not 
perhaps have the opportunity to repeat in public his private 
statement to a group of American Jewish leaders last week, 
which offered the widest definition of peace yet made by him. 

On that previous occasion, the President listed diplomatic 
relations among the necessary ingredients of a peace settle- 
ment. This was a far cry from the "poor man's peace” 
suggested by the State Department’s spokesman earlier. But it 
remains to be seen whether it represents a newly-settled U.S. 
policy, 

Where the President appeared to sound more conciliatory 
towards the Israeli viewpoint, in his press conference, was in 
. the treatment of the "Palestinian homeland” issue. Mr. Carter 
now called it "entity,” which must have struck some listeners 
as a somewhat lesser being than "homeland.” In fact, "entity” 
was the term favoured by the PLO itself, until recently, to 
describe the first stage in its graduated strategy for a takeover 
of all of Eretz Yisrael. 

Nothing, of course, could be farther from the U.S. President's 
mind when he spoke of a Palestinian entity. But it would be 
wrong to make too much of this particular word. It was also no 
great novelty that Mi*. Carter preferred that the "entity” should 
‘‘be tied in with Jordan and should not be Independent.” 

The precise form of such linkage, which is now strongly cham- 
pioned by both President Sadat and King Hussein, would, accor- 
ding to Mr. Carter, be something for the parties to negotiate. 

The basic idea of a linkage with Jordan should be welcome to 
Israel — for precisely the same reasons that it is so highly un- 
welcome to the PLO. For, as PLO spokesmen have rightly com- 
mented, it undermines the 1974 Rabat decision which recogniz- 
ed the PLO as the only legitimate representative of the Palesti- 
nian people. Mr. Carter therefore reaffirmed Jordan as the 
negotiating partner regarding the West Bank. 

Such reservations as the great majority of Israelis have about 
this plan, and about President Carter's territorial ideas, should 
properly be a guide for the formulation of a constructive 
programme for peace, which can bridge the double need of 
safeguarding Israel's security and its Jewish and democratic 
character.

Fanning flames in M.E. 


If reports that the Soviet Union has 
decided to "abandon its passive 
policy" concerning a Middle East 
settlement are correct, this can only 
mean that the Kremlin is preparing 
to fan the flames in the area now that 
these show signs of dying down — 

YEDIOT AHARON OT wrote yester- 
day. The independent afternoon 
paper noted that this has been con- 
sistent Soviet policy whenever ten- 
sion appeared to be easing in the 
Middle East. The paper noted that 
the Kremlin might also be anxious to 
create tension between U.S. Presi- 
dent Jimmy Carter and Prime 
Minister Men ahem Begin on the eve 
of his visit to Washington 

MAABIV (Independent) wrote that 
the reports in "Le Monde" that the 
Palestinians intend to set up a 
government-ln-exile coincide with 
reports of President Carter’s press 
conference, in which he said he en- 
visaged the Palestinian entity as be- 
ing linked with Jordan. "The PLO 
leaders may be more serious about 


■their proposal now than they were in 
the past because of a certain 
weakening in the status of their 
organization, and concern lest the 
Rabat resolutions be further 
modified in the inter-Arab dis- 
cussions prior to the Geneva con- 
ference," the paper said. 
HA’ABETZ (independent) and 
DAVAB (Histadrut) both discussed 
the explosion in Giv&t&ylm on Mon- 
day in which an entire apartment 
house was damaged by a bomb in- 
tended for a clothes shop. Ha’aretz 
was concerned by this sign of escala- 
tion of organized crime, fearing that 
the police today “do not have the 
means to cope with the flourishing 
underground.” Davar wrote that, if 
this was a matter of "settling ac- 
counts," by underground elements, 
it is a threat to the entire public and 
"every effort must be made to up- 
root the danger." 

"The external enemy must not 
divert attention from the danger to 
public safety from these elements," 
the paper said.

The choices before the DMC: Two views

THE Democratic Movement for 
Change has come a long way since 
Professor Ylgael Yadin took hla first 
gingerly step Into the icy waters of 
Israeli politics in May, 1978. He is 
still swimming out strongly, but he 
seems to have some doubts as to the 
exact location of the finishing-post, 
and he may soon find himself out of 
his depth. 

What a brave new party it seemed 
to be in those early days! Everything 
was so clear and simple, untainted 
by the compromises of those nasty, 
conniving politicians. Prof. Yadin 
spoke contemptuously of the Labour 
Party's failure to reform the elec- 
toral system : if Rabin found himself 
unable to carry out his promises, he 
should have resigned. The DUC 
would be different: It would insist on 
reform within six months, to be 
followed by the dissolution of the 
Knesset and elections under the new 
system. 

The six months stretched to 18, and 
then, in the DMC's famous seven 
categorical conditions for joining any 
coalition, the deadline was fixed at 
two years. But that was not the end. 
the negotiations with the Likud had 
hardly started when it turned out 
that the deadline had been lost 
somewhere along the way. 
"Deadline, shmedline, so long as we 
get electoral reform" — that seemed 
to be the DMC's new attitude. 

BUT AS THE weeks went by, while 
the negotiations and the 
"clarifications" continued, Prime 
Minister Begin was busy wrapping 
up the coalition in a complex network 
of accomplished facts. In addition to 
making unprecedented concessions 
to the "religious" demands of the 
National Religious Party and Agudat 
Yisrael (38 points out of 43 in the 
coalition agreement), he promised 
that the Likud, would not support on 
electoral reform bill without the 
NRP's consent (the phrase al da ’at, 
used in the agreement on this point, 
means in the name of, with the agree- 
ment of, or with the approval erf). 

What is the NRP’s Idea of electoral 
reform? Interior and Police Minister 
Burg made his party's position 
perfectly clear in an Interview in last 
Friday's "Ma’ariv:" "We will not 
agree, under any circumstances, to 
17 or 18 constituencies, each of which 
will elect four or five members of 
Knesset while the rest are elected on 
a national list. We will only agree to 
five or six constituencies, with 18-18 
members elected in each." 

According to Dr. Burg's proposals, 
there would have to be about 370.000 
electors In each of his gargantuan

constituencies, so that — to take one 
example — Jerusalem would have to 
join up with most of the South and the 
entire Negev, including Asfadod, 
Beersheba, Eilat and the localities 
between them, to elect 18-18 
members. 

The two main purposes of reform 
— to discourage small parties, and to 
ensure close contact between the 
citizen and his representative — 
would be almost completely 
frustrated. One can easily imagine 
the withering scorn that Prof. Yadin 
would have poured, only a few 
months ago, on a party that was 
ready even to consider such a parody 
of electoral reform. 

WHAT ABOUT the future of Israel aa 
a State that must be both Jewish and 
democratic, as Prof. Yadin sucdntly 
expressed one of his most fundamen- 
tal principles? 

The “compromise" that is emerg- 
ing from the negotiations may be ex- 
pressed in a nutshell: Mr. Begin and 
Mr. Hammer will do almost exactly 
as they like, while the DMC will be 
permitted to wash Its hands in public 
and disclaim any responsibility. 

Mr. Begin will block every 
territorial concession that may open 
the way for agreement with the 
Arabs and leave Israel as a country 
with a massive and stable Jewish 
majority, while Mr. Sharon, in 
cooperation with Gush TCnninim, will 
go ahead with plans to establish 
Jewish settlements in the heart of the 
areas thickly populated by Arabs. 
And Prof. Yadin, the bold champion 
of integrity and decisiveness In 
government, will console himself 
with the post of Deputy Prime 
Minister and the job of coordinating 
social services. 

What kind of Government la It, 
then, that the DMC Is seriously think- 
ing of joining? The ministers repre- 
sent, first of all, the factions that 
elected them: Herat, the Liberals, 
the so-called "National Labour 
Movement" (mainly the men who 
broke away from Rafi and got Into 


the Knesset on Beitf>urlon*B coat- 
tails.) and the three groups of the 
NRF. 

The Aguda, sated with con- 
cessions, win support the Govern- 
ment until the Council of Tara sages . 
changes its mind. Mr. Begin has 
already shown that he will agree to 
practically anything so long aa he Is 
left alone to carry out his Messianic 
mission. 

And on the most fateful and fun- 
damental Issue facing the country, 
which Involves the prospects for 
peace, our relations with the U.8:, 
and the character of Israel as a 
democratic Jewish State, the DMC 
will be a. useless appendage, neither 
a wholehearted partner in the 
Government nor a self-respecting 
part of tije Opposition. 

EVERYONE understands, of course, 
that there Is a big difference between 
the early stages of a movement, 
when you can strike noble poses and 
draft high-minded programmes., 
and the stage' of action, when you 
have to soil your hands In real, prac- 
tical politics. 

It is also true that the results of the 
election have put the DMC In an 
awkward situation. No one has 
thought of inviting Prof; Yadin to be 
Prime Minister, as be hoped in May, 
1976, and he can’t even insist, on his 
own terms (as he expected during 
the election campaign). He and his 
paladins find themselves faced with 
the unpalatable prospect of four 
years’ hard labour on the parliamen- 
tary treadmill, and they are grasping 
at the possibility of a share in 
political power. 

It is very doubtful, however, 
whether they are grasping at more 
than a shadow. Mr. Ehrlich will hold 
the purse-strings and .It does not 
seem likely that he will have much 
money to spare for the solution of 
social problems. Messrs. Begin, 
Sharon and Dayan will guide Israel 
into the new Messianic Age (If Presi- 
dent Carter keeps smiling ) - Yadin 
will no doubt be able to carry out 
some- administrative reforms, but 
these won't change the character or 
the direction of the Government. 

And In four years' time, If not 
sooner, the DMC will hav e to face the 
electorate again, no longer an un- 
tried new force, capturing the im- 
agination of the Intellectuals and 
winning the votes of disgruntled 
Labourites, but a junior partner of 
the Likud, sharing the blame for the 
mistakes while not getting the credit 
for any Improvements that may be 
made.

THROUGHOUT the early stages of 
Professor Yadin's struggle to create 
a new force in Israel political life, 
the major accent was constantly 
placed on internal reform, on social 
problems K and on bringing aloof 
politicians to personal accountabili- 
ty before the voting public. These 
issues attracted many supporters to 
the Democratic Movement for 
Change, hopeful that at last here was 
a chance for influencing, indeed, for 
forcing, the ruling party towards 
social change. 

Unfortunately, thin "other man- 
date,” the fight for far reaching 
social change, seems to have got lost 
in the shuffle over Judea and 
Samaria and the search for the 
“right" formula regarding Israel's 
borders. 

From the very beginning, the 
border issues took top priority in the 
DMC's coalition negotiations with 
the Likud. Ironically, the DMC 
began to look like the Alignment all 
over again, and its vote of non- 
' confidence in the Likud at the open- 
ing session of the Knesset supported 
that impression. That vote may have 
lost support in 1 the Histadrut elec- 
tions, but hopefully the Histadrut 
election results should have a sober- 
ing effect an the DMC leadership. 

The next time around, If the DMC 
is to survive as a viable element, it 
will have to tell the voters what it did 
with its 15 Knesset mandates, rather 
than whose company it kept on the 
opposition benches. 

ALTHOUGH some DMC members 
have still not got ovfir the shock of 
having to deal with the Likud, others 
see tremendous possibilities of work- 
ing with the Likud for social reform. 
The major support for the Likud 


came from lower and middle-class 
groups, from the Sephardi voters. 
Now, realizing the need to reach out 
to that constituency the Likud may 
well be able to-provide more than lip. 
service to social Issues. 

The DMC, too, while conspicuously 
lacking grass-roots support from the 
disadvantaged, does have some 
leadership to offer In the realm of 
social policy. Dr. Israel Katz, for ex- 
ample. would make an excellent 
Minister of Social Betterment, and 
he has access to talent in this area. 
After all the negotiating is over, it 
may well be that the DMC's major 
contribution to Israeli society will 
centre on social reform. 

It may also be that as far as voten 
in future elections are- concerned, 
the DMC may stand or fall not on 
what it says about Israel's borders, 
but on what if does about the quality 
of life in our society. The distance 
between the Alignment and the DMC 
on borders is not all that great, but 
the differences In commitment to 
serious social change may be worlds 
apart. 

However, the public will never 
really be able to tell the difference 
unless the DMC joins the coalition. 

I would therefore urge the DMC to 
join the coalition, and not to get hung 
up on Israel's boundaries until the 
negotiations with the Arabs begin In 
earnest. At least, in the long interim, 
we can try to make peace with 
ourselves, and finally get working on 
social reform and the ethnic 
divisions which threaten our ex- 
istence from within.

INFLATION AND 
EMPLOYMENT 

To the Editor of The JerusalemPost 

Sir, — It is. unfortunate that there 
are still people, and some of them in 
positions of influence, who think that 
inflation (read: printing of money) 
keeps unemployment away. Having 
heard of the theories of JM. Keynes, 
on whose bandwagon they have 
jumped, they have convinced 
themselves that he found them an 
easy alternative to the collection of 
taxes. They have, however, only to 
look around the world to observe 
that, actually, inflation usually goes 
with, or even creates, stagnation — 
hence the now widely-used term 
stagflation. 

What Keynes said was that 
monetary means, including Increase 
of the means of payment, which 
resulted in an inflation rate of a few 
per cent, could get a stagnant 
economy started and induce growth, 
but he certainly did not imply that 
high Inflation meant high employ- 
ment. On the contrary, past ex- 
perience has shown that Inflation 
ends in economic disaster and that 
money printing on a large scale can 
at best postpone a recession, but ul- 
timately only make it worse. 

We could perhaps have stopped the i 
rot at the height of the labour shor- j 
tage by cutting the then inflation | 
rate of 10-15 per cent to 3-5 per cent 1 
and arriving at an equilibrium of i 
labour offer and demand, but that ! 
chance was missed. Now there is no ! 
way to avoid some people getting i 
hurt, with or without the advice of 
Professor Friedman.

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GOOD WORK 
AT KATAMON SCHOOL

Sir, — Still under the impact of a 
meaningful, dignified graduation 
ceremony at the~HAme’iri Rfell^idtiS - 
Elementary School in KatambnTJet, 

I read the next morning the findings 
of the Minkovich report, the 
Minister's comments and your 
leader of June 30. 

I am wondering whether the part 
of the report dealing with 
educational standards and the 
achievements of the disadvantaged 
t'unei tipuah — is either outdated or 
in need of further study in depth. 

The investigators' claim of a high 
correlation between qualify of the 
school and quality of the students' 
achievements are certainly not con- 
firmed by our own and others’ prac- 
tical experience during close 
association with Hame’lri Religious 
Elementary State School in 
Katamon Het — with supposedly 91 
per cent disadvantaged students. 
Our observations cover a period of 
four years. 

Anyone who was privileged to see 
recently (at the Jerusalem B’nai 
Brltb Centre) these "disadvan- 
taged" students perform. In English, 
scenes from the "Fiddler on the 
Roof” must question more the 
researchers' testing skill than the 
students’ alleged "low language 
skills." 

In fact, we Just completed our 
fourth year of a successful tutoring 
programme in English, during 
which our members, aa volunteers, 
helped over 33 "disadvantaged” 
students towards a most noticeable 
improvement of their language 
skills. 

Our close association with this 
"lower-class” Katamon School 
equally falls to provide evidence of 
"less experienced or qualified" 
teachers at this kind of school. On 
the contrary we can testify to the 
high degree of skill and dedication of 
the teachers and headmaster. Their 
Involvement In and thorough 
knowledge of the children's family 
background possibly provide them 
with a better way to evaluate their 
students' performance than psy- 
chologists or counsellors, in “better 
schools." 

For the sake of the future of these 
fine children of ours, let us stop 
stigmatizing them for life by labell- 
ing them by association, whether 
they come from "lower-class" or 
"better" schools, thus perpetuating 
discrimination instead of the natural 
integration of a generation which is 
called upon to lead Israel in the ' 
years to come^
